A series 
of assassinations, eliminating key 
men in und behind the govern- 
ment, is more likely, Both of 
these developments could occur in 
the name of patriotic duty, to the 
emperor—whom the Japanese re- 
vere as a Bod—by removing. the 
advisors guilty of giving him poor 
advice. 

But the army always has been 
responsive to internal dissatisfac- 
tion.

Italy, even as a decoy to 
hold) the British fleet in 
the Mediterranean, Ger-| 
many must rely entirely 
on her own armed forces. 
This is a fact of capital 
importance, comparable 
only to the fall of France. 
In the first Spring of the 
war, few would have dared 
predict that the second 
Spring would open on oa 
turning of the tables as 
momentous . 


This collapse cannot be 
retrieved by retaking out- 
posts in the Libyan de- 
sert. The British forces 
ean take their stand as 
far back as Mersa Matruh 
without losing either the 
real prestige pained by 
their Mediterranean vic- 
torles or the controlling 
position they now oceupy | 
in Africa. From now on! 
they will fight only Ger-' 
mans, or Germans plus, 
mutinous Italians whip- 
ped on by Germans, and 
even the Reichswehr and 
the Luftwaffe, were they 
twice as powerful as they 
are, cannot win every- 
where at once. They Can- 
not overcome another por- 
tentous fact, which is that 
Britain is finding allies 
as the Nazis are losing 
them. 


It might be argued, in- 
deed, that the Italian peo- 
ple ure their allies. For it 
is clear to any observer 
that the reason Italy 
crumples up is not lack of 
courage, lack of equip- 
ment, or lack of general- 
ship.
